Fed Lawsuit Filed Against East 
Hampton over Cell Tower

orthwest Woods residents are suing East 

Hampton Town in federal court over the 
town’s decision to approve the construction of a 
185-foot-tall communications tower at a former 
brush dump site in Northwest Woods. Damages 
of $1.5 million or more is being sought. 

The suit, on top of the two lawsuits already 
filed by the couple in state court, could well 
trigger AT&T to pull out of the deal it currently 
has with the town regarding the brush dump 
site, paving the way for the communications 
giant instead to go back to its preferred structure 
for its cell signal antennas, the wind turbine 
tower at Iacono Farm on Long Lane. 

Meanwhile, in a bizarre twist, the man 
who represented AT&T when it tried to get 
approval for the Iacono site, John Huber, has 
been retained by the town to help it amend its 
antiquated zoning laws regarding cell phone 
antennas. The legal mess the town finds itself in 


is due to the fact that it never adjusted its laws 
regulating planning and zoning in accordance 
with the Telecommunications Act of 1996. 

One provision of the 1996 act requires 
municipalities to present a strong, compelling 
case before denying a cell phone company to 
remedy gaps in cell service in a specific area. 

AT&T made its application to the East 
Hampton Town Planning Board to install 
antennas on the 120-foot tall Iacono Farm 
wind turbine tower in the beginning of 2015. 
The planning board ultimately rejected the 
application at the end of 2017. 

AT&T sued in federal court. The two sides 
made a deal that strongly favored AT&T, which 
agreed to build at the brush dump site, with 
a caveat clearly stating that if the site was 
challenged in court, and it lasted more than 90 
days, AT&T could return to Iacono Farm and 
install its antennas on the wind turbine. g&

The 
merger means the companies will have over 
$11 billion in assets, plus 66 branches from 
Montauk to Manhattan with over $8 billion in 
total deposits. 

“This highly compelling combination will 
allow us to build on our complementary 
strengths and provide significant value for 
shareholders,” said Kevin O’Connor, President 
and Chief Executive Officer of Bridge Bancorp. 
“Dime has earned its strong reputation in the 
greater New York metropolitan market, and I’m 
thrilled to partner with them. Our enhanced 
branch footprint and increased capital base 


will allow us to better serve the needs of our 


customers. In addition, both companies have 
strong balance sheets and demonstrated 
histories of low loan losses through prior cycles, 
which give me confidence that we will be well- 
positioned to succeed in any environment.” 

The combined company will operate under 
the “Dime Community Bancshares, Inc.” name 
and the combined bank will operate under 
the “Dime Community Bank.” Certain retail 
locations on the East End will operate under 
the BNB Bank name for at least one year, 
though the announcement did not specify .

The headquarters will be located in 
Hauppauge, and a corporate office will be 
maintained in Manhattan.

I can’t really consider this 
question unless I acknowledge who came before and how these lands were 
acquired. Now, as a person who calls this place home, I remind myself that I 
am part of a continuum—the recent arrivals and all the folks who have made 
this oasis their home know that the East End is something special. We work 
hard because it’s worth it. There is a connection to the land and the water 
that demands respect. Where I am seeing true independent spirit is within 
the hearts and minds of the youth of our nation and our globe. These times 
demand vigilance and fortitude. While no one asked for these times, I see 
our youth collectively rising to the occasion. —Minerva Perez, Executive

I believe that the Shinnecock Nation’s resolve is the strongest display 
of Independent Spirit on the East End of Long Island.

_ When I think “independent” and “spirit” I think of freedom of expression, 
and an unswerving passion—in art, music, politics, how we honor our 
environment, and each other. The East End is rich with examples—from the 
artists who came out here decades ago for “the light” (and now those who 
are conducting “drive-by art” exhibitions during the pandemic), to the local 
efforts to preserve the incredible landscape we are privileged to inhabit, 
from initiatives to cleaning up our beaches, to preserving open land, to 
protecting our fisheries and water supplies, to the food pantry initiatives 
across the Hamptons inspired and accelerated during COVID-19 (AFTEE’s 
“Feed the Need,” Springs Pantry, etc.).

At that time, the Sheriff was 
appointed by the governor. At the Constitutional Convention in 1821, the 
office of Sheriff became an elected office and has been so ever since. 

As an elected official, I take part in campaigns and elections. However, 
when I make decisions and act as the Sheriff, it is always as a Law 
Enforcement Officer first. I have 30 years of Law Enforcement experience 
which inform my decisions on a daily basis. For me, outside influences 
take a back seat to safety.We are living in a politically charged world. Many 
people are calling to “defund the police” and disband law enforcement 
across the country. I believe this is the wrong approach. In order to provide 
safe, fair and consistent policing of our communities, I believe that we must 
increase training of first-line officers and deputies as well as supervisors. 
Accountability is key, and high-quality training of all staff should be 
continuous throughout the year.

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Quarantine Endgame

ong Island entered the fourth phase of the reopening process on Wednesday, July 8, marking “a huge milestone” 
for the region, County. Executive Steve Bellone said earlier this week, but there is much more work to be done in the 
recovery process. 

“It is a reflection of the incredible progress we have made over these last several months. Really we’ve been through hell 
here,” he said during a daily briefing on Monday. Nearly 2,000 people have died of COVID-19 in this county. In addition 
to the emotional toll the pandemic has taken, the county executive said it has left businesses struggling, a devastated 
economy and a fiscal emergency in county government. 

While it is technically the final phase under New York Forward, Phase 4 does not give people carte blanche to return to 
complete normalcy—at least not yet. 

So, what does it mean? In Phase 4 of reopening, social gatherings of up to 50 people will be allowed. Museums, historic 
sites and cultural institutions, both indoors and out, may officially reopen their doors. Indoor arts and entertainment 
locales will be restricted to 25% of maximum capacity and take steps to reduce bi-directional traffic. Social distancing and 
the use of face coverings are, of course, still in place. 

Higher education is allowed to resume in-person classes, with certain restrictions. In fact, just last week, Suffolk County 
Community College, which has a campus in Riverhead, announced its plan to reopen for the fall semester. The Hamptons 
could once again see on-location filming, as media production is also now permitted. And, professional sports teams may 
also suit back up for play, just without cheering fans. 

However, Governor Andrew Cuomo has put the kibosh on certain activities. Casinos, indoor shopping malls, gyms 
and movie theaters still won’t be permitted to open as the state officials continue to review data. Seemingly, these indoor 
recreations may still be too close for comfort. 

Meanwhile, the governor said the state is looking to make industry recommendations on the use of air filtration 
technology that could potentially eliminate the spread of COVID-19 through air conditioning systems. Evidence has 
recently shown that the virus-spread could be linked more to airborne transmission than by surface area. 

“We're spending time on it because I think there’s a real possibility that we could actually have a positive contribution 
here,” Cuomo said during a press conference on Monday. “And different HVAC systems have different capacities, but 
we're working through this now because if there is a way to filter the air and there’s a way to get COVID out of the air, 
then we want to do that.” 

While extra steps are being taken to ensure the virus does not spread further, images and reports from over the Fourth 
of July weekend of some revelers on Fire Island and in Montauk blatantly disregarding executive orders cast a pall over 
this week’s good news. 

“Ignoring all the rules arounds social distancing, wearing face covering—seemingly going out of their way to violate 
those rules—that is simply unacceptable,” Bellone said in a press conference where he singled out the Pines section of 
Fire Island, where individuals were “going out of their way intentionally to violate the guidance.” He called it “a slap in 
the face to all of the people who have sacrificed to get us to this point.” 

In Montauk, late-night hot-spots were cited for alcohol-related and COVID-19 regulation violations. Bellone said, 
when asked, that he was aware of the situation out east, which he called another example of people’s “flouting of the 
health guidance.” 

Local law enforcement noted that this holiday weekend was extremely busy, as if things were completely back to 
normal, according to East Hampton Town Police Chief Michael Sarlo. He noted that it’s has been challenging for police 
to enforce some of the COVID-19 guidelines. 

“Most businesses have really worked hard to meet the requirements, and have tried to make the best of it. There a few 
others who seem to just not get it, and we will stay on top of those locations,” Sarlo said Monday. “There does seem to be 
an air of people being ‘over it,’ and wanting to just return to normal, but we have to be smart about the confined spaces 
and close quarters in particular. The restaurants and shops need to really be vigilant in reducing their occupancy, keeping 
patrons spaced and requiring masks. Open air, on the streets and beaches, people are able to space out and steer clear of 
each other more easily.” 

As Long Island settles into Phase 4 and the East End continues to open up, Sarlo offered some words of caution. 
“Everyone needs to really slow down, make more of an effort to keep masks on and remain socially distant. The businesses 
really need the support and to stay open, so we have to work together on this. We are not really easing too many restrictions 
with Phase 4, so much as we are opening up more activities and businesses. So, we still need to do the right thing.” 

Bellone echoed the sentiment and went a bit further. “Again, what is so disturbing about this is, it just in so many ways 
is just...dumb. Really doesn’t make sense. The way we will undo all of the progress we have made is simply to stop using 
common sense, and not adhering to common sense measures at this point,” he said. 

Bellone went on to say that the county must continue to move forward in the reopening process for the sake of residents’ 
health and safety and the economy. The focus now, he said, needs to be on getting the schools open in the fall. 

On Monday, the governor announced that the New York State Department of Health, in consultation with the Reimagine 
Education Advisory Council and others, is finalizing guidance on the possible reopening of schools in September. 

New York State had previously directed all 700 school districts to develop reopening plans, but no decision on whether 
to reopen schools in September has been made yet. 

But, as Bellone emphasizes, all of this progress starts with keeping a distance from one another and putting a face 
covering on when you can’t. “That’s how we're going to protect this hard-fought progress we have made,” he said.

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Three Squirrels Assault a Hampton Birdfeeder: Episodes 1-44 


“THE SQUIRREL SHOW” UNFOLDS IN DAN’S FRONT YARD 


BY DAN RATTINER 


M y wife, Chris, and I have been binge-watching a show for the last three 
months. It’s called The Squirrel Show, it’s high drama, and every day 
there is a new episode. I highly recommend it, but unfortunately you can’t 
enjoy it. It takes place entirely on our front deck. But I can write summaries 
of some of the best episodes. 

Season i, Episode 1. Buster is a brown, furry squirrel who has lived 
for many years in and around the front deck of a house on Three Mile 
Harbor Road in East Hampton. In this episode, he watches as the couple 
who own this house—they look strikingly like me and my wife—erect a bird 


feeder hanging on a wire from a pole that sticks five feet above and slightly 
off that deck. In the past, Buster has only made cameo appearances once a 
week or so on the deck or its railing or scampering around. Now, as birds 
in increasing numbers discover the sunflower seed feeder, he’s there every 
day. Buster mumbles “Why can’t I get some of this?” (There are English 
subtitles.) 

Season 1, Episode 2. From the deck, Buster sizes up the bird feeder. The 
seed is inside a clear, plastic tube encased in metal screening. Buster jumps 
on the railing for a closer look. The birds fly off as Buster arrives, but as 
he stays still to watch, they soon come back. Buster sees how the birds eat 
by landing on four short metal perches that stick out from the feeder and

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poking their beaks through the holes in the tube. They chirp happily. When 
they leave, the holes close but then reopen when the feeder feels the weight 
of the birds on the perches again. 

Season 1, Episode 5. For the first time, Buster jumps from the railing to 
one of the feeder perches. The birds flutter off to give him room. Each perch 
is spring-loaded so when anything over two pounds steps on it, it collapses 
like a | trap door. So it does that. Buster falls into the bushes. 

Season i, Episode 8. In Episodes 6 and 7, Buster keeps jumping and 
4g. But now he has a plan. Standing on the railing, he 
up on his hind legs, leans forward with his front claws 
and grasps the bottom of the metal screening. He’s now 
a bridge between railing and feeder, but as the feeder sways 
away from the railing, he becomes confused, then terrified, — . 
_ then loses his grip and falls into the bushes. 

Season 1, Episode 12. Buster makes a flying leap from 
the railing to the feeder with all four claws out to grab the 
feeder’s screening by its midsection. He then pulls himself 
flush with the screening, his tail swishing. He stays that 
way, swaying back and forth until strength gives out and he 
falls into the bushes. 

_ Season 1, Episode 13. Buster leaps across to the feeder, 
and then quickly, before he gets tired, shimmies up the 
feeder screening, avoiding the perches and the closed holes 
until he gets to the shiny green metal top. He stands on the 

top briefly, congratulates himself, but then slips and falls 
into the bushes. 

Season 1, Episode 19. Buster again shimmies to the top. There, using his 
hind legs to grasp the metal screening just below the top, he twitches his 
body repeatedly, hoping to gain enough power with his forepaws to get 
the cap to lift. For a moment, he succeeds, but then, as the top is also on a 
spring, it slips out of his forepaws and slams shut. After several tries, Buster 
loses his grip and falls into the bushes. 

Season 1, Episode 25. Buster jumps up on the railing. With him is a second, 
smaller squirrel, named Clarence. This squirrel, Clarence, is grey and has

short hair. It’s easy to tell who’s who. Buster chatters “I can’t get the frickin’ 
top off. I keep falling into the bushes.” Buster hops over to the metal screening 
to demonstrate, shimmies up to try to lift the top cap off. Clarence sits on the 
railing, watching. Buster falls into the bushes. Clarence runs away. 

Season 1, Episode 30. Buster and Clarence sit on the railing whispering, 
plotting and scheming. The subtitle says “(Inaudible).” At one point, 
Clarence eats some leftover seed that’s fallen on the railing because birds 
are sometimes sloppy eaters. “This is pathetic,” Buster says. 

Season 1, Episode 38. Perhaps the best episode. 
Buster sits on the railing, watching Clarence, who, after 
staring at Buster briefly, shimmies up to the top, pries 
the top up with a forepaw, puts his head inside...and 
then the spring-loaded top slams shut. Clarence shrieks, 
pulls his head out just in time, but is so startled, he flies 
backwards over the bushes and into a potted azalia plant 
on the deck. Buster runs away. 

Season 1, Episode 44. This is the last episode so far. 
It’s a warm, sunny day. Clarence sits on the railing 
alone, again watching the birds. He scratches his ears. 
There’s a woodpecker, a crow, several golden finches 
and a bright red cardinal. Buster hasn’t been around for 
the past six episodes. After a while, Clarence lays down 
flat on his stomach with his legs splayed out to warm his 
undersides on the railing. After a few minutes of this, 
this reporter emerges from the living room to engage in 
a staring match with Clarence. It lasts for 20 seconds, 
after which Clarence breaks it off, leaps off the railing and runs across the 
lawn to stand on the trellis. 

As the episode ends, Buster appears at the other end of the lawn, bounding 
along with a third squirrel named Mick. “I’ve brought in an expert,” he 
shouts up to Clarence. Trotting with them is a tiny but very sleek chipmunk 
named Scout—he has two dark, furry stripes down his back, sort of like a 
miniature MINI Cooper.

We Sing It Anyway: Ande De Shields Strives for Change 


! n the Tony-winning Hadestown, Hermes, the story’s narrator, is all-knowing but 
unable to change the doomed love story of Orpheus and Eurydice, and the musical 
is driven by his telling the story to the audience again and again, night after night, 
knowing that the tragic pair is destined to be doomed. “But,” says the omniscient 
Mr. Hermes, “we sing it anyway.” 

André De Shields, a prolific Broadway actor whose career spans many decades 
and cultural movements—he was in the 1969 production of Hair, played the title 
role in The Wiz and many others—feels as mythical and larger-than-life as Hermes. 
But while Hermes continues to sing the same song over and over, hoping that one 
day the ending will change, De Shields won't settle for hope. 

Anyone who’s seen Hadestown has fallen in love with the achingly beautiful score, 
the themes of loss and hope and the bittersweet but uplifting message. When I read 
that De Shields would appear (with many other theater luminaries) in Bay Street 
Theater and Sag Harbor Center for the Arts’ 29th Annual Starry Night Virtual Gala, 
it seemed the perfect fit in a season when hope is essential but more is needed. 

The seasoned actor is not interested in talking about the highlights of his career, 
or the particulars of the Bay Street gala, even. A discussion with the man instead 
reveals a brilliant, wise person who will do and say what he can to bring about 
positive and vital change. 

De Shields, 74, won his first Tony Award in 2019 for Hadestown and looks at that 


moment as a turning point, not for his career—which has been filled with acclaim 


and praise—but for his life. 

“Tt was a message from the universe saying, ‘We are now going to conspire with you. 
You've paid your debts. You’ve sown your seeds. It’s now to reap what you’ve sown, 
it’s time to harvest,” says De Shields. “Just as clearly as it was when I won the Tony, 
it was equally clear to me that part of the lessons I’m learning from the pandemic is, 
after reaping such an abundant harvest, one must allow the field to lay fallow before 
one sows more seeds.” 

With Broadway dark, it’s given De Shields time to pause and think. “I’ve stopped. 
And I’ve invited visitation into my home, and said, ‘Sit down and have a cup of tea. 
Now, why are you here, what am I supposed to learn from your visitation?” he says. 
“And what I understand is that the universe is speaking to us using Mother Nature 
as its mouthpiece, saying, “This isn’t what I meant by subduing the earth...now it’s 
dying and you aren’t any the wiser.’ This crossroads is an evolution of history and 
humankind. And you're not getting good grades! As a matter of fact, I’m giving you 
demerits.” 

As we talk about the confounding resistance of some segments of the public to 
wearing masks, I mention how scary it is to watch people break guidelines and behave

badly. De Shields stops me there. “It doesn’t help to be scared,” he declares firmly. 
“Don’t be scared. Be brave. Be courageous. Stick your chest out, because this arrow is 
aimed right at you and me. This is an opportunity for everyone to stand up and say, ‘I 
am Spartacus!” After a moment, he resumes, “You do know that movie, right?” 

De Shields, who is black and identifies as queer, clearly doesn’t believe in fear. As 
he looks at the terrible injustices done to people of color and the reckoning that is 
currently taking place, he pauses when asked about his feelings on the matter. “Let’s 
tell the truth,” he says bluntly. “If you are a black person, particularly a. black man in 
the United Plantations of America, your entire life is lived with a smoldering rage. So 
the rage didn’t start with this pandemic, and it didn’t even start with the crucifixion 
of George Floyd, but the pressure cooker, the valve, is spewing steam because it’s 
about to explode. The young people who are now doing the protesting in the streets, 
I believe, have a better understanding of it than most people, probably because they 
have a longer retrospective perspective that the progress we’ve made does not match 
the reversal in our approach to solving problems. And they’re not taking ‘go slow’ for 
an answer, as my generation had to take. 

“I am an unreconstructed hippie,” De Shields continues, noting that his first 
professional gig was Hair. “I still believe in the song ‘Aquarius’—‘Peace will guide the 
planets and love will steer the stars.’ What I have recognized in retrospect, however, 
is that when we were singing “This is the dawning of the Age of Aquarius,’ we were off 
by hundreds of years.” 

De Shields has given many virtual talks during the quarantine, often to young 
people, children of color and LGBTQ+ kids, and his message is matter-of-fact. 
“Diversity, equity and inclusion aren’t constructs we had to invent,” he says. “If you 
look at nature, you're in the presence of immense diversity, equity and inclusion. How 
did we f--k it up? How did we get the message that we are supposed to be separate? 
There’s nothing in the natural world that supports that. Nothing! That is what I say 
to the young people.” 

As De Shields ends the memorable call with a simple “Ciao!” I am reminded of 
the ending of Hadestown. Orpheus and Eurydice have just met again, beginning the 
nightly cycle over, and the hope for them to have a happy ending is renewed. Hermes 
knows any chance for the story to change is a long shot, but he looks to the audience 
one last time. “We're gonna sing it again.”

What was the inspiration for this piece?

When the harvested berries were 
placed in the iconic turquoise paper cartons, I thought 
the subject would make a striking still-life painting. 


Talk about your art style. 

I am fascinated by the medium of watercolor because 

it has an immediacy that engages the artist in a constant 

struggle to balance spontaneity and control. It lends 

itself to delicate layering of washes as well as aggressive 

texturing of dry brush. I enjoy the challenge of realistically describing the effect 

of light and shadow. Painting themes range from studies of simple forms found 

in nature, to highly detailed still-life paintings of worn antiques, to complex 
renderings of architecture and figurative portraits. 


Tell us about your artistic process. 
I begin with a detailed pencil drawing from life. I sometimes take reference 


if you weren’t an artist, 
what would you be doing? 
If I was not a painter and illustrator, I would probably 
be a jewelry designer or a floral artist. I would absolutely 
need to do a job in a creative field. 


What inspires you the most? 

I seem to find inspiration in every beautiful thing and 
place, as is evidenced by the wide range of topics that I 
paint. I am inspired by travel and by observing the art 
and craft of others. I am also inspired by teaching classes 
in drawing and painting. When explaining a technique, 
it makes me more mindful of the process. Ultimately, I learn a great deal from 
my students. ga

he East End is home to a wealth of diving and snorkeling opportunities,

Shark Dives — Go 15-30 miles south of Long Island off Montauk 
and meet mako and blue sharks, mahi-mahi, tuna, whales, ocean sunfish, 
porpoise and sea turtles. 


Wreck Dives — Explore sunken wonders like Annapolis, a wood coal 
barge sunk during a collision in 1945. Today, the barge rests 90 feet under 
the water; Blackpoint, a steel hulled collier that sank after the German U-853 
submarine torpedoed it in 1945; Coimbra, which sank after being hit by the 
German U-123 attacked it in 1942; Elmo, a wooden menhaden seiner now 
home to deepwater lobsters and codfish; the Grecian, a steel freighter that 
sank in 1932; as well as many more. 


Block Island Excursions — Take a multi-day trip to Block Island for 
diving, spear fishing, surfing and eco tours.

scuba dive in the pool, which prepares them for the open water course.

Cedar Point County Park, East Hampton — Take a novice dive at 
Northwest Harbor, go a little deeper at Gardiners Bay and head to the Cedar 
Point Lighthouse for depths up to 35 feet. 


Montauk County Park — The outer beach offers a 15-foot novice/ 
intermediate depth. You'll see lots of marine life here and need a four-wheel .

Cupsogue County Park, Westhampton — You'll need a four-wheel 
drive to get to the Moriches Bay Inlet with a 12-feet dive featuring blackfish 
and lobsters.

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Hamptons, Ink. (Rejopens in Sag Harhox fox Tattoos & Moxe 


n the last four months, Hamptons, Ink.—Sag 

Harbor’s first tattoo and permanent makeup shop— 
has opened, closed due to COVID-19 and reopened its 
doors to the community. 

After getting married one year ago, NYC tattoo 
artists Mike and Kat Maldonado planned to move to 
Long Island to be closer to Kat’s family. When they 
resolved to plant their roots, the allure of the Sag 
Harbor community was too strong to resist. “We’ve 
always visited here,” Mike says. “Being from the city, 
it was a whole different environment for me, and I 
love the fact that people knew each other and were 
involved in community events... It was the beauty and 
the people that drew us out here.” 

The grand opening of Hamptons, Ink. was on March 
1, and Mike reports that at that time he had bookings 
scheduled through the entire month. “Being the only 
tattoo shop, we felt we would meet some resistance, 
but everyone’s been pretty inviting and ey. 
positive that we’re out here.” 

Then, only two weeks later, the shop was forced 
to close due to COVID-19, a devastating blow to any 
young business. “We fortunately have a really great 
landlord and were able to have a dialogue with her. 
We worked something out, but it’s-still a struggle,” 
Kat explains, adding that they had applied for a small 
business loan to help pay rent and were denied for 
lacking a “great enough loss.” The silver lining, the 
Maldonados note, was that more than 40 people 
messaged them to get on the list for tattoos when the 
shop reopened, and others reached out just to check 
on how the couple were doing amidst the pandemic. 
“That’s why we want to be here, honestly, because the 
community is so great,” Kat says. “And we really want 
to be involved as much as possible.” 


TATTOO BY MIKE MALDONADO 


After several difficult months, Hamptons, Ink. 
reopened as part of NY Forward’s Phase 3. While 
piercings and lip blush, two of the shop’s services, are 
currently still not allowed in New York, Mike has been 
able to resume taking tattoo appointments, and Kat is 
microblading eyebrows once more. Safety measures 
have been increased during this time—with clients 
keeping their mask on throughout their appointment, 
temperatures being taken at the door and only one 
guest being allowed to attend a session. Mike and Kat 
also wear additional coverings, including a mask, face

shield/goggles, an apron and long surgical sleeves. 
“Even before COVID-19, our levels of cleanliness 
and disinfection were high to meet Board of Health 
standards,” Mike clarifies. “I think the tattoo shop is 
one of the safest places to be during the pandemic.” 
Kat explains that tattoo artists are trained in infectious 
disease control during their licensing program, so 
many of the COVID-19 safety regulations are fairly 
standard. “Our entire life is based upon not infecting 
people and [avoiding] cross-contamination,” she says. 
Between Kat’s transformative eyebrow microblading 
and Mike’s masterful tattoos, Hamptons, Ink. is 
providing Sag Harborites with exciting services that 
are few and far between on the East End. “There’s 
no tattoo that’s too wild for me... Whatever the client 
wants, we work together to make it happen,” Mike 
says, clarifying that he will offer his “ethical two cents” 
when asked to do face tattoos and offensive designs. 
In addition to being a tattoo shop, Hamptons, Ink. 
is a studio for artists, where featured creators are 
able to work, display their finished pieces and sell 
their artwork. Currently, the walls are adorned with 
photos by Montauk photographer James Katsipis. “Sag 
Harbor is a place where all types of artists—from poets 
to painters to musicians—flock. [Tattooing] is a form 
of artistry, and when clients come in, they’re a part of 
that artistry,” Kat says. “Even though [a tattoo shop] 
hasn’t been here before, this is where artists thrive, so 
I think it’s perfect!” ga.
